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FOREWORD 



In 195^, tha Supreme Court ruled in the case of Brown v. Board of 
Education of Topeka that separate schools were Inherently unequal and a vio=' 
latton of black children's rights guaranteed under the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution. Subsequent Court decisions and civil rfghts legislation 
eliminated many of the traditional obstacles to integrated schools, but may 
have created new ones* Racially balancing the nation- s schools--espe€!al ly 
using forced busing to achieve that goal "has nowhere caused irore controversy 
than In Boston,, where the school system was taken over by the Courts because 
the School Committee and the school administration failed to respond adequately 
to the judicial mandate to desegregate the schools/
